An Act to Encourage the Manufacture of 
Cotton and Woolen Fabrics in the State of 
Georgia. 

BEecTION 1. Be it enacted, That for the pur- 
pose of iuducing the investment and employ- 
ment of capital in the manufacture of cotton
